INTERESTING NOTKS OF OLD TIMES. 


Tho Tivu Eajflti^ Located— MugnUIcenl

TV the Editor of the Newport Mercury: 


The Newport Dally Sfews of Junellth, 


published au article in relation to 'Two old 
Eagles," which ia (lightly Incorrect in regard 
to the place they occupied, both before aud 
after their arrival in Newport. These two 
eagles, when quite young, it la said, adorned 
the g*te poaut at the entrance to tbeMetcalf 
Bowler firm lu Portsmouth, R. I., own 
ed by a gentleman of that name who resided 
there. It was situated next north of a farm 
owned and occupied by Simael Elam. 1 
These two gentlemen were supposed to be 
wealthy for tbe times in which they lived, 
and were possessed of a refined Uatefor tbe 
beautiful iu many thing*, and this was par- 
ticularly shown iu the way they beau tided 
their grouuds, by building Oue bouses, state- 
ly iu appearance, and containing all the com- 
forts and conveniences theu kiiowu. Their 
b^rns for fdtui u*es and stables for horaes 
and carriages were of the beat description. 
Orchards bearing the fa'neat fruits, their 
gardens adorned with all that waa elegant iu 
tlowfrs, and well kept grounds and shady 
walks, would rank with many of the present 
day. These two places were not the ouly 
ones on the Island at that time. The Red- 
wood, Mai bone and others, that our history 
speaks of, were equally magnificent, Since 
tbe death of Mr. E!am there have been sev- 
eral Jifferent owners of his once 6ne estate, 
but its splendor gradually fell into decay, 
every new proprietor neglecting some of Its 
attractions. For a Ion*; time h baa been 
known by tbe name of Vauuluae, and its 
present owner aud ojcupaut is Thomas K. 
Hazard, Esq. Its location, like the Bo.vler 
place, ia am OUR the finest ou the island. — 
.Sometime after Mr. Bowler left biaelegttut 
home his two eaelts, if they were bis, b; 
gift or pnrclir.'f1, were next ceeu in Nuwpott, 
one of them made its first appnarance on tbe 
front of a house belonging to John House on 
Thames street, afterwards owned by George 
EIIRS, Erq 
Mr. Jtiiira M, K. Southwick is 


now its owner aud occupant. Mr. Kues af- 
terward bought (he Lopez estate, now known 
as Xos. 201 & 203 Thames street. Tho front 
part of the buildlug was nceil as a more. 
There were two doors uud three buw-wln- 
ilow8, and over the middle window this eagle 
made its secoud appearance. Since that time 
the building has been moved west several 
feet aud Itc front modernized, and it is really 
one of the handsomest buililiugflou theittrtiut. 
Our eagle in llnest gjlt occupied rt prominent 


on its front, aud has looked towsrdi 


(he rising sun for nearly a century. Siituuel 


EKJ , is now the owner of thin proper- 


ty, including tho wharf and storec, and nil 
arc iu most excellent condition. It still re- 
tains the original u tnie of Lopez, a name of 
mail llted honor. 
The other eagle became tho property of 


Thomas Townsend, owner and beeper of 
Towupeud'a uoffeo bouse, situated on tbe 
co* tier of Thames aud I'elhara street-).— 
About 12 foot from the southwest corner of 


coffee house, which was uut no wide as 


the present building, Mr. Townseud caused 
to be erected a column about 10 iuchcsn]uare 
nnd 12 feel high, handsomely paneled, with 
hfuvy cornice, and always painted white. 
On its top was placed a globe on which 
stood his eagltt, the most conspicuous object 
ou tlie whole street. Down Uumiister'a whaif, 


lilch wan a very different place then com- 


pared with now, with the harbor in full view, 
did our uuliun'a emblem look towards the 
setting BUU, fur nearly half a century, with- 
out winking. 


Having located the eagle we will return to 


the cuffee house, wbich was not a structure 


any pretensiooa to beauty, being 


aimply a two-story arrangement with gam- 
hr el-roof, tbe straight end facing on Thames 
itreet. Its entrance was reached by a flight 
of three steps, aud the door entered directly 
iuto tbe sitting room. Ou the south Hide of 
the door there was one window, aud two 
windows on the north aide, one of which light- 
ed the bar, of which we will speak directly. 
The doir and its casing were of the moat 
common order and the glass in the flashes 
waa 7x0. On entering tlie coffee house, the 
traveler would, probably, if a thirsty man, 
see in tbe left band corner of the room, a

Christ's spiritual kingdom they are not 
released from obedience to the civil law. 
Civil government is established by God's 
appointment, rulera are accountable to 
htm, and entitled to respect as his ser- 
vants. 


I. 
Law is of God. 
Jehovah it* a God 


of law and order. lie has established 
laws in the physical world and governs 
It in accordance with those laws. He 
also exercises a moral government over 
the human family In accordance with 
lawa established for that purpose and re- 
vealed to them with sulticient fullness to 
enable them to render obedience to 
them. He has made man with a nature 
which Impels him to seek the society of 
his fellow-men; for his blithest enjoy- 
ment of life and for the discharge of the 
duties devolving upon him under the liws 
of Ins nature, some form of organized 
society is necessary. This can not exist 
without law. There mus. be a basis of 
union to which all must agree; there 
must be rules of conduct by which their 
actions must 
be controlled. 
Uence 


comes civil government with its consti- 
tutions and codes of laws, its executive 
and judicial officers to whom obedience 
must be rendered in orrt^r that society 
may be possible and productive of human 
happiness and prosperity. 
So It comes 


to pass that human governments are 
really of divine origin and that the right- 
fully constituted authorities in them are 
to be regarded as representatives of the 
divine founder of all government, and 
as such entitled to reverence and loyal 
obedience. 


II. 
Government to be supported. If 


this view of civil government is correct, 
it pUinly follows thai the government 
existing should be cheerfully 
honored 


and supported by all UK subjects. 
Tills, 


of course, presupposes tlmt the govern- 
ment is so managed as to embody.ricvel- 
op and apply the principles underlying 
the divine government; that it Is con- 
ducted so as to secure all the riylits of 
every Individual anil to promote peace, 
good order, happiness and general pros- 
perity. It Is to be supported by render- 
ing ready obedience to all wise and just 
laws, by sti-king redress of grievances, 
If grievances arise, iu a rjuiut, orderly 
and dispassionate manner, and by the 
prompt payment of such taxes as are le- 
gally Imposed for the support of the 
government. 


This does not cut off the subjects from 


tbe right, or privilege, of resistance to 
usurpation, oppression, and thetyranni- 
cul exercise of arbitrary power. 
It Is 


the government founded upon and car- 
ried on In accordance with the principles 
of justice and mercy, that is entitled to 
respect and obedience, and when It 
censes to maintain such a character, it 
forfeits its claim to such regard. This 
right of resistance, or revolution, shoiltd 
be exercised oniy on the most urgent 
necessity and after a full trial of all pos- 
sible, peaceful methods of securing a re- 
dress of grievances. 
As a rule, with 


only an occasional exception, the exist- 
ing civil goveruineut In any country 
should be cordially supported by all good 
cUiy.uiis. If abuses exist, they should 
be removed and remedied by orderly 
methods; if the government is 
Ineffi- 


cient It should be made strong and effec- 
tive by the wise counsels and generous 
assistance of the best and wisest men 
in tbe nation. 


III. Love fulfills the law. 
Whoever 


loves the law-giver will love his law?, 
and will express his love in a ready 
obedience. If one loves his neighbors 
he will do for them and to them, of his 
own accord, all that the law would re- 
quire of him. 
The good, tbe right mind- 


ed, the well disposed, are cot made un- 
comfortable toy the law; only the bad, 
the disobedient, tbe law breakers feel Its 
power and wish to escape from its au- 
thority. If we have love to God and 
love to our neighbor we shall keep all 
the commandments, not by compulsion, 
or of necessity, but from an Inward Im- 
pulse moving us on as to a delightful 
pleasure. Just in proportion ap love 
Dlls us, shnll we f u l f i l l the law. 
It will 


unable us tc keep till the commandments 
perfectly, and nothing tUo will. 
If we 


do not love tbe ri»lit, we shall nnt Inn" 
do the ri^ht. No other feeling, or senti- 
ment, or principle will prompt us and 
guide, to a full and perfect obedience. 
Lfive will do ail this ii we make It tbe 
ruling power in our liv-s.

Bishop of Ihe II. £. Churcb, died in 
Philadelphia, Wednesday roornloj.-. 
Bishop Simpson waa born it Cadez, 
Ohio, on the 21st of June, 1810.

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The Raising of Celory. 


The (successful raising of celery 


ono of the most dilliuull things t 
achieve in gunluu-culiure. 
H re 


quires nearly as much attention a 
hot-house grapes, 
liear in iniiu 


wo say tho "successful raising," a 
anybody can grow some sort of 
crop. 
The failure in raising cclerj 


which is the rule, is mainly froi 
neglect of certain couJitionii. Thes 
may be summed up as follows:—! 
Trenches should be dug from eigh 
to ten inches in depth, In rich soi 
2. The trenches should be half-fillet 
with well-rotted barnyard manure 
mixed with tho soil, in which tin 
plants should be firmly set. 
8 


There should lie only a single row 
of plants, Instead of two or more, a 
is commonly done. 4. The plants 
should be set out, for the first crop 
from ten days to two weeks earlie 
than is customary, that is to say, no 
later than the first week in July, the 
rest of the bulk of the crop, in twi 
or three weeks thereafter. We hav' 
rarely ever known a late-plantef 
crop to be worth the trouble. Boards 
should be placed over the rows to 
protect the plants from the scoroh- 
ings of the sun, from 10 to 7 o'clock 
until they have taken a firm grasp of 
the earth and fairly commenced 
growing. 
They should be watered 


sometimes in the absence of rain, 
twice a day, afterwards once a day. 
After growing eight or ten inches 
the soil should be carefully, drawn 
to the plants, and continued gradu- 
ally and steadily as their growth 
progresses. Manure water is excel- 
lent and should be supplied at least 
twice a week until about the middle 
of October. Guano-water is the best. 
•Tliu roms :tn> n;iy small, extending 
only :; !'.:\v indiua, hiiiiue the plants 
will receive with profit any amount 
of fertilizing matter. 


In drawing the cnrth to the plants 


.especial care must be taken not to 
-cover "tho leaders," which would 
stunt the growth. 
Use tho hand al- 


together in distributing 
the 
soil 


about the plants, and releasing the 
leaves when buried. Celery can be 
produced, four feet in length from 
the root to the ends of the leaves, by 
good management, and we have so 


:grown it repeatedly upon our own 
promises. 


Many gardeners cultivate celery 


in double and triple rows. This does 
well enough when ground is scarce, 
but when there is plenty of room 
single rows are decidedly to be pre- 
ferred, even though the plants are 
set closer together than is usual. 
Others set the plants on the surface 
of tho ground, and whore the soil is 
very fertile it answers sometimes 
very well, but we do not recommend 
it, as the chances of a good yield 
are much against it for reasons that 
must be apparent to every gardener. 


These- suggestions are intended 


exclusivelo for the garden, and not 
for the truck-farm, where the amount 
of labor which would be required 
would detract too heavily from the 
profit.—fGcrmantown Telegraph. 


Rations For Young Pigs. 


Preparatory to 
weaning, 
pigs 


should be encouraged to eat food 
with the dam. They will learn to 
drink milk quite early, but do not 


- take to eating solid food until they 


are some three weeks old. The great 
majority of farmers have skim-milk 
to feed young pigs; but in the ab- 
sence of this best substitute fcf the 
milk of the dam, the solid food 
should bo prepared 
by cooking. 


There are many rations which will 
be appropriate to young pigs with- 
out milk, such as wheat middlings, 
oats and cornmcal, in equal portions, 
cooked together; or four parts oats, 
four parts corn, and ono part oil- 
meal, cooked ; or six parts pease, five 
parts corn and one part flaxsccd, 
cooked; or oats and pease ground 
together and cooked; or potatoes, 
corn aud oatmeal, cooked ; or four 
parts corn, two parts oats and one 
part decorticated cotton-cake, and 
manj' other similar combinations of 
food. 
But cornmcal alone is a very 


unprofitable ration for young pigs. 
The food should contain all tho ele- 
ments necessary to growing the 
frame and muscular system. Corn or 
cornmcal is very inadequate for this 
purpose, it being 6C per cent starch, 
7 per cent fat, and only about 10 per 
cent nitrogenous food, with too small 
o portion of sulphate of lime to build 
the bones. We have seen the worst 
results from atte"mpts to grow good 
pigs upon cornmcal alone. Wo saw 
ono case of three pigs fed upon corn- 
mcal, prepared in tho best way, to 
induce them to cat largely ofit, with 
the expectation of producing a largo 
growth at an cnrly ago. 
The result 


was that at 130 days old, these pigs 
were uioro squabs of fat, almost 


spherical ill form, aud their bone 
and muscles so weak that two c 
them could stand but a moment, am 
had to sit upon their haunches; ye 
those pigs weighed only ninety Ibs 
each, at least forty pounds less thai 
if they had been fed a proper ratio) 
It is wry unskillful feeding that wil 
not produce an average growth 
one pound live weight per day 
Length and breadth of body are nee 
cssary to build rapid ijrowth upon 
This development cannot be attained 
without the proper food. 


Protect Horses From Piles. 


The return of warm weather brings 


buck again the fly season, which ii 
one of the trying times on worl 
horses. Harnessed to tho plow o: 
wagon thoy arc unable to protec 
themselves from the annoying flies 
which seem to take advantage of the 
situation, and the cruelty they in 
flict to the poor beasts could not be 
fully realized unless we were placet 
n their stead. The worry which they 
cause is often as hard on horses as 
,he work they have to perform, and 
any plan resorted to prevent their 
annoyance n.ot only relieves the ani- 
mals but assists iu keeping them in 
;ood condition, and makes them able 
o perform a greater amount o: 
work. 


Sovrlug Seeds. 


One of the most successful seec 


owers we have known, says tho 
'Gcrmantown Telegraph," allows 
iis garden ground to get rather dry 
icfore putting in the seed. He then 
tretches a line where the seeds are 
o go, sows the seed on the surface: 
ud then walks sideways along the 
me, pressing tho seed with the flat 
f his foot. 
Ho says that he has 


ever had a seed to miss, and so 
ows them thinly just where every 
'ant is to grow. 
By this method 


here is not only no waste of seed, 
ut 110 time lost in thinning, out. 
'here is no raking iu of the seed, 
lie whole being as simple as possi- 
le. In the portion of tho garden 
dapted to flowers, the women of the 
amily take it in hand. 
Their flow- 


rs always grow, and a paper of 
eed of each is as much as is neces- 
ary for the whole garden. These 
eeds are in the manner sown direct- 
y on the surface, aud then tho 
round is patted down with the 
•owel, and the flowers make their 
ppearance in about half of the or- 
inary time. Now this is all reason- 
hie enough when we come to think 
bout it. Seeds like to be near the 
uu and air, as well as near the 
loisture, too, aud all that is neces- 
ary to make it so is to press them 
•mly in tho ground as before men- 
oned. Of course it must be uuder- 
tood that the seed need not be 
ramped, the mere pressing is sufli- 
ient to cover a little with the soil, 
Inch should be very fine.

If milk is taken alter 
other food it is almost sure to burden 
ho stomach and cause discomfort and 
jrolonged indigestion, ant] this, for the 
ibvious reason that there is not sulli- 
iient degcstivo agency to dispose of it, 
mil the better the quality ot tlie milk 
tie more severe (he discorntort will be 
uuler these conditions. 


Leather-headed nails maile of solid 
nd substantial leather with a sharpon- 
(1 tongue for driving in the wood, ate 
widely used for;chairs, sofas and other 
urnituro decoration. The leather heads 
f these nails are colored various colors, 
ronzed, silvered, and plnshcd, so that 
hey may be used not alone on furni- 
irc, lint on portieres, curtains, heavy 
nngings, etc. These nails, when ar- 
stirally arranged on curtains, have a 
cry pretty effect, aud add very largely 
o the attractiveness of the material.
